Insurance. 


As the time is now rapidly apptoach- 
ing for the anneal elections in connec- 
tion with the Municipal Districts, 
which elections by the way are now 
held in February, ratepayers general- 
ly should take matters under consider- 
ation, Not the least important of 
these perhaps is municip ul hail insur- 
ance. Weare informed that this mat 
ter will be placed before the electors 
of both the Bow Island and Fovrty- 
Mile municipal districts. The matter 
obviously is of such importance that 
itcould very well furnish a subject 
for discussion at the meetings of our 
local U, F, A.’s. 

It will be the duty of the Council of 
each of the above Municipal Districts 
to submit a by-law to the electors at 
the next eleetion. awd it is therefore 
necessary if the elector is te*vote in- 
telligently for him to acquaint him- 
self with the Hail Insurance Act so 
far as it is possible, 

The benefits of the Municipal Hail 
Insurance Act are confined to Rural 
Municipalities since, according to the 
law. they only have the authority to 
levy a tax for this purpose, The Loc- 
al Improvement Districts are net pos- 
sible beneficiaries of the scheme ax 
they are organized, but may at any 
time change their organization into 
that of a Rural Municipality. The 
prime objections to making this 
change have been practically removed 
by the 1916 ariendments to the Rural 
Municipality Act. and the time is cer- 
tainly ripe for the grain-growing parts 
of the province to unite themselves in 
this eminently practical co-operative 
plan, 


Provision is made for admission to 


the District by either of two ways. | 


First : the Council of the Rural Muni- 
cipality on its own initiative at any 
time may pass a by-law providing for 
union with the Hail Insurance District 
Before thig by-law is flnally passed,. it

o Stockholm, — The movements of 

: the entente fleet entering the Baltic

Berlin. — An American new spaper 
correspondent says? 

Four years of war have made war 
a habit for many but not for Ger- 
many and much less for Aiistria, 
where the whole thought of the peo- 
ple is concentrated upon finding 
something to eat. True, in the hotels 
and better restaurants, one finds 
enough—if one is able to pay the 
price. The real hardship of the food 
scarcity is falling upon the poor ‘in 
the cities, where a crust of bread and 
some, cabbage soup are insufficient to 
provide the strength with which to re- 
sist disease and maintain the morale. 

The last thought of Austria and 
Germany is to resume the war, wan- 
tonly, The armies have been disband- 
ed and material lost. The 
officers have lost the power over the 
men which made them resist so long: 

In Austria one/travels freely. ‘ No; 
one thinks of showing or demanding 
passports. At the German frontier 
they are more strict for the authori- 
ties are making a simeere effort to ex- 
clude the Bolsheviki, who, if the truth 
be told, are more or less of a myth.

Dr, Harding Makes Startling State- 
ment About Tuberculosis 
Montreal, — Almost as many of the 
people of Canada died of tuberculosis 
during the four years of war as there 
were Canadian soldiers killed in bat- 
tle during the same period, while the 
number of civilians at home stricken 
with the great white plague during 
the four years nearly equals the 
number of Canadian soldiers reported 
sick or wounded in the casualty lists 
for the entire period of the war. 
This startling statement was made 
by Dr. Harding, secretary of the 
Royal Edward Institute for Tubercu- 
losis, in giving a brief summary of 
the institute’s work in combatting the 
disease. 


Establish Flying Schools 


New German Society Prepares for 
Next War 

London, — In Germany there is a 
society, called “The Deutsche Flieger: 
bund.” Just as the Gernvan navy 
league was largely influential in giv- 
ing Germany a powerful navy, so 
this new flying league, it is believed 
here, is expected to promote the 
German aim in “the next war” of con- 
quering the world from the air, 

According to a Bremen paper, the 
league will undertake the prelimin- 
ary work in the training of young 
men for the air service. Flying 
schools are to be established for the 
“practical and theoretical” instruction 
of boys from 15 to 18 years old.

“If we are permitted to attend the 
conference, I presume it will be 
merely to receive it's mandates, 
though we trust we will be heard. 
However, so far we have no informa- 
tion as to when we shall attend or 
the conditions attached to our attend- 
ance, 


said 


“It is to be hoped that the confer- 
ence will arrive at a solution satisfac- 
tory to all the new republics of the 
empire, so that we may be allowed to 
live peacefully in the future. We feel 
that the- Americans surely will be 
fair. It would be advisable for the 
allies to send here groups of states- 
men and business men to look into 
conditions before trying to settle 
matters, Outsidérs might find a solu- 
tion of the difficulty which we 
selves have been unable to find, 

“You may say that the Austrian re- 
public certainly wants no more wars 
and has no ambition other than to 
live, 

“The present separation of the peo- 
ples of the empire is the last stage in 
the dissolution of what never really 
was an empire but groups of pedp 
demanding freedom. 

“It will be difficult for us to reform 
anew union in order to save our- 
selves from commercial ruin. It will 
be more difficult to live alone, each 
republic for itself. But if the allies 
do not find a solution seeds of new 
wars will be sown, say by Italy tak- 
ing the German Tyrol or by the 
Czechs taking the richest part of the 
empire, namely, the German-speaking 
territories in which are Lickarbad, 
Brux and other centres,” 

Dr. Klein said free trade among 
the new republics of the empire was 
the first essential to peace and pras- 
perity. 

“There are but two eventualities 
for us,” he added, “either to join the 
North German states or else have the 
territory desired by the Czechs, with 
the possibility of fopming later a com- 
mercial federation with the other re- 
publics of the empire.”

“Hundreds of thousands of build- 
ings will be built on cheaply acquired 
land with Public money loaned at low 
rates to farmers, gardeners and coun- 
try artizans. Houses will be built for

Copenhagen. — The German crown 
prince’s last proclamation, announcing 
that his resignation from his com- 
mand necessitated by the emperor's 
resignation and thanking the troops 
for their heroism and self-sacrifice, is 
published.

Vienna. — Travellers from) Lem- 
berg state that Ukrainian troops are 
preparing to surround and starve out 
the city, of which the Polish forces 
are in control. The Ukrainians’ are 
said to have already cut the railroad, 
and are being reinforced by sufficient 
troops returning from the - Italian 
front to make a ight against. the 
Poles. 

The Ukrainians deny that they are 
Bolshevists, but say that when the 
Austrian empire was broken up they 
felt they hada right to the capital 
city of Lemberg, the Poles haying 
other capitals.

It is further learned that the 
attitude of the German civilians  to- 
wards the Canadians has been good,

“The marshal,” says the correspon- 
dent, “renounced that great victory 
deliberately and with his eyes open, 
because continuation of the struggle 
must have cost a certain number of 
French and British lives, as he could 
not have it on his cons@ence to sac- 
rifice one life after it was in his 
power to make peace on terms. of 
victory.”

Will Spend*e Victorious Christmas in 
the Great Rhine Fortress of 
Mainz 
Ottawa. — Members of the Cana- 
dian army invading Germany will 
spend a victorious Christmas in the 
great Rhine fortress of Mainz, where,

Situated on the left bank of the

The British Way 


Germany Will Have Opportunity to 
Institute Comparisons 


The order issued by General Raw- 
linson to the .men of the fourth 
army, which will participate in the 
occupation of the Rhine districts, 
draws attention to the fact that some 
part of the civilian population of Ger- 
many will now have an opportunity 
to institute comparisons ‘between 
Britishsand German methods of war- 
fare which cannot fail to be instruc- 
tive and which they should find as 
profitable as they must be humiliat- 
ing. The civilians of Germany were 
not in ignorance of the acts of fright- 
fulness perpetrated by the German 
soldiery in Belgium and Northern 
France. Indicted by those in com- 
mand of the German army, whose 
every movement had _ the ecstatic 
approval of the German press, those 
acts were eloquent of the attitude of 
the, German nation. It was so that 
Germany made war, the will to -vic- 
tory ovggriding thought of 
moral ation, 


It is not for us to argue that Ger- 
mans could not complain if now they 
suffered something of that which 
they inflicted; it is not so that war is 
waged by Britishers and by those 
who are associated with them as 
allies in this struggle. There is 
reason to believe that the Germans 
themselves know that such orders 
as those by which the German sol- 
diery were incited to violence in Bel- 
gium could in no conceivable circum- 
stances be issued to British soldiers, 
Unlike the army of Germany ~ the

tain and General Rawlinson’s order 
to the fourth army is no more than a 
warnings to the men of that army 
that nothing must be done which, 
even by its appearance, would reflect 
upon that fr’r name.

Dominion Munition Shops Played 
Big Part in Crushing the Hun 
Figures compiled recently show 
that the Canadian productions of mu- 
hitions supplied a very substantial 
part of the material used by the Brit- 
ish and Canadian armies in the field, 
during the closing months of hostili- 
ties. 
«Taking the British and Canadian 
production of munitions together and 
dealing with the six-month period 
ending last September, Canadian 
plants produced -one quarter of the 
total production of nitric acid.

U.S. President Has, - 
Not Liberty of King 


Marshall Everett in His Book “Eti- 
quette of Today” Shows How 
President Is Hampered 

In connection with the announced 
visit of President Wilson to Europe 
to be present at the peace negotia- 
tions, Americans in the city have 
been asking a pertinent question bag- 
ed on the unwritten law that the 
president of the United States can- 
not leave the country during his term 
of office. 

Marshall Everett in his book, “Eti- 
quette of Today,” coyprighted in 1902 
and 1903, has this to say on the point. 
The book was published during the 
term of President Roosevelt: 

“One of the unwritten laws which 
governs the president is that he can+ 
not leave the country. But two pres- 
idents have been accused of violating 
that law. The first was President 
Arthur. He was accused of crossing 
into Canada while on a hunting trip, 
amd the charge occasioned much ex- 
citement. Grover Cleveland, while 
on a hunting trip to North Carolina, 
sailed around Cape Hatteras, and 
was thus obliged to go outside the 
three-mile limit, and this, in the 
minds of many, constituted leaving 
the United States. 

“This rule does not apply to any 
official but the president; kings and 
queens are not bound so tightly as 
the president of -the U.S.A, 

“President Roosevelt cannot go 
away. He cannot delegate his pow- 
ers to another. This is one of those 
‘unwritten laws’ that are so power- 
ful in their effect. 

“A foreign legation or embassy is 
foreign ground. This is actually so if 
the ground upon which the legation 
or embassy stands is owned hy, the 
government. , 

“A foreign ship in port is foreign 
territory, and the president may not 
step his foot on board. This ancient 
ruling comes down to us from George 
Washington. The president cannot 
carry a personal card. One card does 
for all presidents. The card reads 
just ‘The President.’ 

“He cannot accept valuable gifts of 
any kind from anybody. All gifts 
presented by various other nations to 
American presidents generally find 
their way to the National Miuseum.— 
Regiga Leader.
